aid neurological diagnosis has 

been common practice for many 
years but, until 1916, when Dandy first 
used air the ventricular system, such 
examinations were somewhat limited 
value for the localization brain tumours.

But the common- 
sense methods now adopted, soap and 
water, fresh air and sunshine, together 
with the new wonder drugs are lowering 
the incidence disease the point where 
can confidently look forward 
era when such dread diseases tubercu- 
losis will wiped out altogether. 


The definition infection is, course, 
the invasion the tissues pathogenic 
organisms. Each communicable disease 
due some specific organism virus. 
The modes spread are: Direct con- 
tact, when carried from the patient 
susceptible person. Indirect contact, 
when carried third person from pa- 
tient susceptible person. medical 
asepsis not properly carried out, cross 
infection may occur. 


Bearing all this mind and realizing 
that most work would with very 
young children and adolescents, the ones 
most liable infection, felt that some 
definite plan should worked out for the 
protection all. not always recog- 
nized sufficiently stressed, think, that 
even general hospital, x-ray depart- 
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susceptible person, commonsense rules 
scrupulous cleanliness are not followed, 
during and after examination.

Between cases, the room thor- 
oughly aired, everything washed that 
contaminated and sufficient time al- 
lowed elapse before the next case 
brought down. this way cross infec- 
tion kept the very minimum. will 
seen therefore that technician’s role 
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such hospital carries with very 
great amount responsibility. 


Two years ago fifty-bed unit for tu- 
berculous children was opened, fulfilling 
very great need the city. was 
felt that the majority these little pa- 
tients spend many months and even years 
curing, everything has been done make 
their stay not only happy, but profit- 
able one. school teacher, occupa- 
tional therapist and art teacher keep 
their fertile little brains and hands em- 
ployed, and some their efforts futur- 
istic art would need Salvatore Dali 
identify! happy, busy atmosphere, 
with laughter and smiles always top.

One child, 
with the reputation being impossible 
handle, now lies down like the pro- 
verbial lamb, clasping one hand duck 
that rattles, and the other bird du- 
bious ancestry, that squeaks. Another 
means keeping their interest bring 
the darkroom clock where they can 
watch the hands round and wait for the 
bell ring! 


closing, would say, that the risks 
technician runs hospital such 
armed, are less than that which would 
probably encountered stuffy, air- 
less bus, eating from improperly 
washed dishes restaurant. 


There remains great need for educa- 
tion the masses healthful living. 
the masses are made individuals 
each and every one their 
part prevention work. The overcrowd- 
ing families, which such big factor 
the spread disease, careless health 
habits, etc., can only overcome the 
individual fights for the proper legislation 
and educational programmes has 
right demand, not only for himself but 
for his children.
